THE  BRITISH  APPLE  MARKET

Prices  paid  for  American  apples  on  the  Liverpool  auction"  of 
December  32  were  distinctly  lower  than  those  of  the  previous  week  for 
barreled  varieties,  "but  a"bout  the  same  for  "boxed  apples,  according  to 
quotations  cabled  by  Mr.  Edwin  Smith,  the  Department's  Eruit  Special- 
ist in  Europe.     There  were  only  light  supplies  of  American  barreled 
apples  on  the  Liverpool  market  and  for  these  there  was  practically  no 
demand.     The  fruit  was  in  variable  condition.     Slack  barrels  of 
Virginia  York  Imperials  brought  35  cents  less  per  barrel  than  fruit 
in  good  condition.     Boxed  apples  from  Washington  and  Oregon  were  in 
moderate  supply  out  the  demand  was  poor.    With  the  exception  of  much 
over-ripe  fruit  in  Oregon  Spit zenburgs ,  the  boxed  apples  were  in 
generally  good  condition. 

At  the  London  sales  on  December  23  barreled  apples  were  in 
moderate  tg  light  supply  and  generally  good  condition.     The  demand 
was  slow.    Boxed  apples  were  in  liberal  supply  in  London  but  the  de- 
mand for  these  apples  was  also  slow.     The  fruit  was  in  generally  good 
condition  except  for  Washington  Jonathans  which  Were  in  variable  con- 
dition. 

In  commenting  on  the  British  market,  Mr.  Smith  states  that  the 
auction  supplies  are  light  but  that  stocks  in  the  hands  of  jobbers  and 
retailers  are  heavy.     In  fact,  supplies  are  greatly  in  excess  of  de- 
mand and  the  market  is  weak  on  both  dessert  and  cooking  a.pples.  Sup- 
plies of  Jaffa  oranges  on  the  British  market  were  heavy  and  medium 
size  fruit  in  cases  of  -30  pounds  was  selling  for  $2.43  to  $3.41.  The 
weather  in  Great  Britain  was  mostly  clear  and  cool,  which  is  favorable 
for  fruit  consumption. 

There  were  over  supplies  of  boxed  apples  in  Hamburg  and  Copen- 
hagen markets,  says  Mr.  Smith,  and  those  markets  are  in  a  state  of 
stagnation.
